Miss Florence Lees 


A flBCOHD FLOREKCa NIOHTIWOALB. 
The following Interesting aooonnt of a 


few of-tbe ezperienoea of a young English 
lady, Hits Florence Leer, who WM re- 
quested by the Germans to come oat to 
them and nurse their wounded during 
the late war, waa written by hex to a lady 
friend in New York city. 


In Angaet, 1870, Mias Lees received an 


urgent call from Germany, begging her to 
ooma at once; and, together with two 
frienda, one a niece of the Count de 
'VCalderaee, ehe eetjoot for the battle-field. 
To continue in her own words: 


VUpon arriving in Germany, however, 


about the 13th ot August, I found that no 
women were allowed on the actual field, 
although we could be eent to what waa 
called a 'Field Lazueth.' OS we started, 
then, for a village near Metz, where there 
waa an urgent call for sitters and nnraea. 
This wag a journey never to be forgotten. 
On the way our baggage was loat through 
tbe stupidity of the servant who had it in 
ohargo. 
It took nearly a week getting 


from Berlin to the- Bt&tion appointed ua. 
Tbe i latter part of our journey was per- 
formed in an opea oart, we being abated on 
straw, with soldiers before and behind us, 
and thus we drove for miles and miles 
through the open country, from Oonr- 
oelles to Marange. One night we had to 
bivouao in the open field. Fancy sleep- 
ing on straw, in a sort of etraw shed, con- 
taining about a hundred men, from whom 
only a feeble wooden barricade screened 
uaoff. 


"Upon arriving at Marange I ashed for 


a 'Lszareth' with wounded French, and 
tbe chief surgeon quietly replied that they 
had no wounded to spealr of, and only one 
or two Frenchmen. The whole station was 
crammed^withisioki- and dying of typhus 
fever and'dysentery. More than half of 
tbe 'inficmiera' were attacked by disease, 
and some had already snoonmbed to it. 
Tbe doctors were also more than half ilL 
Now, 
I juot ark yon if this was a pleasant 


hearing for people who had oome out to 
nurse the wounded t Howerer, there was 
no help tor it, and so I wrote to my brother, 
telling him not to let my mother know, 
but that I had little hope of ever seeing 
any of them again. 


"I wrote home every week, and most of 


my letters were received, but I never had 
a single Una from any one at home so long 
as I was in France! Yon see we were far 
Tetnoved from any railroad oommnnioation 
—rails having been torn np and destroyed 
—and my mother did not know how to sd- 
dressmy-letters^in anohi& way that they 
would be forwarded. 


"It -was -a trying time for me, ee you 


can imagine. I had obarge of the second 
chief typlua fever 'Ltzareth. 
Tbe num- 


ber of deaths daily in the village waa really 
awful.'

Thia waa a lodging home, 


Heaven gavethemaxk 1 and kept by a man 
named Ah We, who for ten cents a night 
accommodate* bis countrymen with lodg- 
ing; and in thia place every night nine- 
teen men sleep. The beds, if they may 
be 10 termed, an -nothing but •aeries 
of shelves

"At last there was no longer wood

which I waa,wouldn't let me go until they 
could close my station or more sisters came 
to nurse. At the beginning of October my 
station was oloaed.and I left for Germany at 
tbe risk of being shot or taken prisoner. 
On my return journey, however, I waa 
provided with an escort, and upon reach- 
ing Siarbrucken found my first letters 
from home, also money and clothes await- 
ing me. I bought a few things needful 
and then leit'for Hombnrg, sleeping one 
night at Mayenoe—where I was presented 
to Prince Hemrich of Hohenatein—and 
one night at the country seat of the Roth- 
schilds, near Frankfort. 


"On arriving at Hombnrg I drove at 


onoe to the old castle to announce my ar- 
rival and see if the delay, in obeying or- 
ders was of serious importance or not. I 
had a letter of introduction to the Prince's 
chamberlain, and therefore was shown 
straight to his rooms. He said I must 
join them at luncheon, and took me just aa 
1,was to' the dining room, where the la- 
dies'and gentlemen-of the Prince's court 
were'aseemMedt and introduced me to all. 
After lunch I'waa presented by the chief 
lady^n waiting 'to'the1 Grown Princess. 
No words can do justice to the kindness 
and graoionsneM of her highness. She 
said I must remain a few days at the oaa- 
tle' to recruit and rea% before beginning 
again hospital work. 


"This wae,]iodeed,a memorable visit I 


drove and walked with her and her maids 
of honor, and also paid daily visits to the 
•Lazsretb," where I was ultimately to take 
up my abode. This 'Lazaretb' has been 
partly remodelled and partly rebuilt by 
tbe Princess herself, that is to aay, she haa 
added a barrack, built upon the best 
American principles, for the reception of 
severe oaeea and those needing operations 
The building, altogether, holos nearly 
three hundred men, of wiiom I have the 
general superintendence. 


"The barrack of the Princess is, how 


over, my especial domain, and It is simply 
perfection in ita arrangements. There are 
hanging vases of ivy, trailing plants from 
the open roof, and stands and" basket* of 
shrub* and flowers in the corners. Venti- 
lation is so perfect that even when the 
wards are filled with wounded men, the 
air is purer than in many a lady's draw- 
ing roomT E?en Jon, lady fair, could 
pass the whole" day there without a qualm. 


"When the Queen of Prussia came here 


(to Hombnrg,) I was presented to her by 
the Grown Princess herself, and in two 
audiences I have had with her m Berlin, 
she has paid me the most flattering oom- 
pliments I have ever received from any 
one; praising what she was pleastd to call 
my peculiar'abilities and great use to the 
sick and wounded.1'. ,8he presented me 
with a splendid 'framed engraving of tbe 
Grown Princess, nay iiig I was to keep it in 
remembrance of her and my visit'to the 
palace. 


these poor wretches pass away their time 
smoking opium and sleeping off ita perni-

L*t them remember that 
they are a power m tbe State; to them 
thia great government ia indebted for 
all it possesses oi liberty, glory and 
grandeur. 


Let them not only reflect that labor is 


honorable; bat let those who look down 
on the humble laborer and mechanic re- 
flect for a moment before they speak in 
terms of disparagement of the "hewers of 
wood and drawers of water." The custom 
is too prevalent in tbe commnnity of 
making remarks in a sneering manner of 
the great industrial class of onr people, 
leading youths among us to think that 
honest industry is not i honorable, be 
what it may, that time baa passed. 


Honest, industrious mechanics and 


laborers are the wealth of the State, and 
until they are encouraged and fostered, 
onr people will never be prosperous It is 
not only the cash value < by which he en- 
riches the place of his residence, bnt he 
adds by bis labor to its material wealth.

one-half ita floida. With convaletence, 
the old indulgence will occur to the mind, 
bnt the physical demand for tobacco is not 
urgent, and may be broken, if reaaon docs 
its duty, with comparative eaee.

the eastern 


terminus. It is stated that tbe company 
has purchased the franchise and property 
of the Maysville and Big Sandy Railroad, 
which is to become part of the line. Those 
in tbe interest olnim this will be, by mea- 
surement, one hundred and twenty miles 
shorter from Cincinnati to New York than 
via the Pennsylvania Central, tbe shortest 
existing line, and in equating distances, 
by reason of curves and grades, little less 
than two hundred miles shorter. It is an- 
nounced that work will be commenced in 
Kentucky within three months, and that 
tho line to New Turk will be finished in 
loss than three years. It appears the 
same parties are interi'-tpd in tbe new 
movement to finish the uld tnnnel, partly 
constructed through tbe iiorth ot the city, 
the contract for which has doubtless bean 
mado, this part of tho project being in- 
tended to furnish northwestern connec- 
tions,

We also 
trespassed there upon the hospitality of a 
thriving real estate firm to the extent of 
horse and carriage hire for ionr or five 
hoars, and to the extent of tho valno of their 
experience in the business there.af ter which 
we left, very well satisfied that the little 
city, almost unheard of and unknown in 
your parts, waa destined in a very short 
time to rival in population and wealth 
many of the older and more pretentious 
cities of the Esst. E'ght railroads already 
enliven her thoroughfares with their 38 
incoming passenger train* daily, and two 
more roads will 
soon bo completed. 


Leaving Kansas Oity, we paas up the 
valley of the Kansas river, through the 
prosperous little cities of Lawrence, Tope- 
ka, aad Junction Oity, all ol which lie 
within the borders of development and 
civilisation ; but two hundred miles weat 
of the Missouri and you enter upon a vast 
and trackless wild, which, the railroad 
exoepted, hardly shows any human habi- 
tation or evidence of development.
